DeCosmos 
on Monday concludod tho taking of 
evidence before the Royal Commission 
in the Texada investigation; and it

-There are obvious 
reasons for, preferring to reserve any

^■',, ihan what seems to be rendered neces- 
. Bdry by the appearance in yesterday's 
edition of Mr. DeOoamos' paper of an 
article full of unwarranted conclusions 
and unjustifiable attacks. Through- 
X ir . outthe entire article, as, indeed, in all

The Saanioh Show— Hints 
for Others. 

EbrroB Bbitish Colonist: — Having 
been present at the Agricnltnral Show 
held at South Saanich yesterday, and 
agreeing with you in your report as to 
the quality, etc., of the grain, roots and 
dairy produce shown, I take the liberty 
of making a few remarks in the hope that, 
if it is the usual custom, the Committee 
of tho show to be held to-morrow (Thurs- 
day) may be pleased to consider tho mat- 
ter. I believe that the object of these 
shows is to improve agriculture in all its 
branches by awarding prizes for the best 
article, at the same time to enable others 
to see and judge for themselves what kind 
of breed, grain, etc., produces, tho best 
article. I was sorry to see, having gone 
out to givo information, that tho grain 
was only marked "Early" and "Fall," 
which gave no information to outsiders. 
The name of tho wheat, barley, oats, etc, 
and also of tho root crops, ought, in my 
opinion, to have been given to enable 
others to decide which would bo the best 
to BOW on their owm farms. These re- 
marks also apply to tlio fowls and dairy 
produce. At almost all tho agricultural 
meetings I have attended the Secretary, 
or some one appointed by him, has at- 
tended the Jndges when inspecting the 
articles, etc., they have to judge, and as 
soon as they have decided to whom to 
give the prize , then and there, on the 
ground, be has declared the winners hy 
some mark or other, thus enabling out- 
siders to see what has gained the prize 
and the bxhibitor to declare his name, 
etc. , dnd to give any farther information 
ho can.

British Trade. 

[tondoa Times,] 
A satistical survey of our Trade dur- 
ing the present year is not very cheer- 
ing, but it presents at least one solid 
topic of consolation. In tho seven 
months which ended on tho 31st of 
July the vnlno of our exports fell ofl' 
juat ten millions on a total of less than 
a hundred and fifty millions, showing 
a decline of (5 2-3 per cent,; but, the 
falling off would have been fifteen 
millions, or 10 per cent., had there 
not been a recovery iu the exports to 
the East and the South. "We may 
fairly tako comfort in the evidence 
thus afforded us that aU our markets 
wi l not fail at the same lime, and 
may look forward with hope to the 
future,' however unsatisfactory our 
present svurvey may be. A good har- 
vest in the States will probably accel- 
erate the commercial recovery of one 
of our best customers; but for this, as 
for other more favourable develop- 
ments of our foreign Trade, we must 
evidently be contented to wait. Our 
^fixpprts for July make a worse instead 
df a better appearance than our ex- 
ports in the previous hix months. The 
porcentago of decliue in the total value 
of exi^orts for the half-year had been 
little more than 6 1-3, but tho decline 
in July was 7-9, or nearly 8 per cent. 
It may, perhaps, appear a consolation 
that the the value of our imports, 
which had kept up during tho first 
half of the' yefer. "to what they had 
been in the same period of 1873, fell 
off in tho month of July, but this is a 
fact which necessarily followed tho 
continuous dQ<^/s\ of exports whioh 
had preceded it. ' 

The only foreign countries with 
which we carried on an increased ex- 
p irt trade during the first half of the 
year were those of Northern Europe, 
and even tho extreme North. Our ex- 
ports tq tl^e l^orthem ^orts of Russia 
intrearfed ih''the half-year from £2,- 
151,000 to £2,0)92,000; the eiportR to 
Sweden and Norway rose from £1,- 
902,000 to £2,477,000, and to Don- 
mark from £1,079,000 to i;i,195,000. 
On tho other hand, the exports to the 
Southern Porta of Russia showed a 
decline, like the exports to all other 
nations. "We should be very glad to 
bo assured that this increase of trndo 
with Scandinavia andNorth(rn Russii 
svas due to the jjrosperity of those 
customers; but wo are obliged to con- 
fess tlmt the greater part of the in- 
crease occurred in the later months of 
tho half-yeat, and we fear it is to be 
attributed to no other cause than an 
earlier opening of the Baltic Porta. It 
can easily be understood how this 
would operate to swell the amount of 
of our exports in ths halfyear 
and the explanoUoQ is simpler than 
the supposition that there is an ex- 
ceptional prosperity in the North 
compared with the South of Ruijsia. 
The fallingofF in our commerce with 
other countries is remarkable and even 
painful. We sent AQOdSi .to QvcfOfny 
leas in value by £1,820,000 than in • the 
same period of 18^8, and this decline 
is proportionally not so severe as a 
fnlling-off of morn than a million in 
our e.Kpovts toldollaiul, and of .£800,- 
000 in our e-^portfi to Belgium. This 
last is the most severe decline any- 
where exhibited, being even greater m 
proportion than the diminution of our 
exports to the United States, thougli 
that was no less tliau £3,910,000 on a 
total of £i9,'.i91,000. It is needless 
and V?QUld b0A\«.nia3me to go through 
a list of,,,co\iutries praobically telling 
the same tale, and wa may turn io tho 
other side — to those customors who 
have saved us from being oxpoj^cd to 
too adverse a buhncp, British India 
is chief among them, though the ap- 
pearance of increase e:i;port8 to India 
is to a slight extent to be accounted 
for by the increape of direct shipments 
through the Suez Canal of goods which 
were formerly shipped to Egypt for 
transliipnienl to the Rod Sea. Su].- 
posiiig, however, we deduct from the 
sum, .£1,194,000, by which the exjiorts 
to Egypt have Apparently declined, we 
shall nnd an ample margin still 
left. The total increaso has been 
nearly tliree millions, of which 
Beii'^'al and Burmnli ac:('ount for one 
luillion and l>onibay for right hinulrod 
thousand poinidH, Jladras and tho 
Straits gettteBaenM »»ftl^|lg up tlie i"c- 
inain(fevV-3'^«Ve'q^ilt*tlT^'Eahfc and go 
the South, wo find the exports to the 
Australian Colonies almost iibsoluttdy 
stationary, an iucrensa to Victoria be- 
ing lialiincedby a docrcaHo to Sydnr-y, 
an<l thoScnith African Colonies aro in 
a similar coiulitiou; but the singular 
prosperity of New Zealand^ in recent 
years is u'ttcHted liy an increase of ex 
ports of n( arl y i>0 por cent. iu:-(aoh of 
two succcssivo years. Tho exports to 
Now Zealand in ilie tirst half of 1H73 
exceeded tho cxpoi tH in the same half 
of 1872 by more than 45 por cent 
and were ^themselves exceeded in turn 
by the exports of this year by 52 por 
conl. In two years the exports have 
moro than doubled. Tho Doiuiuiou 



of Canada has merely recovered in 
1874 the groiind it lost in 1873, but 
our mos^^prosiJisrous customer on the 
America^ Ooiitinent appears to he the 
Empire of Brazil. 

If the question is asked in respect of 
what articles the valuQ of our exports 
has declined, the answer must be in 
almost all. . Beer, railroad kon, and.v 
telegraph wires appear to be Jbbe onlji, 
commodities for wMch' tMre has been " 
a constant and increasing domand,and 
in tho matter of beer the movement o* 
trade has been so trifling as to deserve 
little attention. In railroad iron there 
has bee.i a considerable increase, from 
£5.605,000 to £6,460,000 in the sevaife 
months, in spite of a decline iii th# 
export of this article to the Uhited 
States to tho extent of £722,000. 
Russia has been our best customer, '. 
though the increase of export to Swe- ' 
den and Norway has been propoi-tion- 
ally greater— countries which might 
have been expected to produce "Railway 
iron for themselves. A.ugtralia, which 
we suspect should bo New Zealand, is 
credited with a considerable increase, 
and railway enterprise appears to bo 
active in Egypt,Brazil,and Chili. The 
Board of Trade Returns dp not ,tell us 
to what countries we have sent " tele- 
graphic wires and the apparatus con- 
nected with them, and it may be sug- 
gested that an export which has risen 
in seven months from £899,647 to 
£1,G54,45G deserves to be analj'zed. 
When we tu;?a.;from these compara- 
tively fancy arlideato our great staples 
of industry, wo encounter an unbrok- ' 
on record of diminished exports. Goal 
and cotton, haberdashery and hard- 
ware, iron of all kinds other than rail- 
road iron, wool, and worsted tell the 
same tale. It must, however, be ob- 
served that a decline in value does not 
denote a proportionate decline in the 
quantities exported, and the export of 
coal, which had declined both in 
quantity and value, now shows a 
blight recovery in quantity as a con- 
sequence of the diminution of its . 
price. The demand for our coal, -' 
which had overrun the supply in the 
market, has now fallen below it, and if 
the price is not now below what must 
be heuoeforth regarded as its normal 
level it cannot greatly difler from that 
standard. The condition of our .trade 
at present can be understood only if 
we recognize tho fact that the master 
produoers in our chief industries are 
endeavouring to ascertain and deter- 
mine the new conditaons of wa^es^ 'ahd 
of the cost of ' inaterials under"^ which 
their business is to be cairied on, and 
until some ce. tainty can be experiment- 
ally aarive.l at on these points pro- 
duction will be maintained ou a limit- 
ed and hand-to mouth scale. It is a 
timefor caution finanoially"<and 'oiiih- 
meroially, as tho Chancellor of the 
Exchequer would be the first to admit; 
but if we secure, as we may fairly 
hope, a bountiful harvest, the return^ 
of prosperous actiyily wiU be . greatly 
accelerated. ; ' i V-j-
